















Following pressure from Bond 
Senate reverses decision, votes to fund minority programs 


When asked why they had changed their minds, Senator Bob Raymer said, 
“t have a brand new car out there in the parking lot!,” and Senator Pat 
Younger asked, “Why are you asking?” 

The entire meeting was marked by emotional outbursts from the Senators 
and the audience. Several supporters of each program were present and Ac- 
ting Senate Chair Kevin Stevens had his hands full trying to maintain order 

Senator Connors threatened to walk out of the meeting several times and 
at one point refused to answer a roll call. A long discussion ensued over 
whether Senator Connors was actually present at the meeting. 

There was also some controversy over whether Norm Better, Dean of 
Students, was a voting member of the Senate. A constitutional amendment, 
passed last Spring by the student body, made the President's representative 
an ex - officio member, without voting rights 

Although Better supported the arnendment at the time of passage, he 
claimed last Tuesday thai it was illegal 

“! am a Senator, and the Senate has no power to remove me. | was ap- 
pointed by the President!,” Better declared 


Migrant Farmworkers’ Children Aid Program 

Senator Kate Connors, a critic of these aid proarams. repeated her opinion 
that the Senate should not spend student activities fees on what she terms 
“welfare programs.” She vowed after the meeting to take several of the votes 
to the Board of Justice (BO) to test their legality. She claimed there was nota 
quorum present Curing several votes. 

In other action, the Senate voted to increase the allocations to the Legal 
Aid program by $1,100, to increase the Women’s Athletics budget by $11,000 
and to cut the Men’s Athletics budget by $4,000. The changes brought the 
Men's and Women's athletics budgets to nearly equal levels 

The Senate also attempted to cut in half the budget of the State Hornet, but 
was thwarted when Senator Connors waiked out of the meeting to end the 
quorum 

The reason for the sharp reversal in action by the Senate remained 
somewhat of a mystery. Three weeks earlier the Senate had voted 8-0-1 to cut 
off both EOP and Barrios Arts. The vote last Tuesday was 8-1-0 to refund both 
programs, with only Senator Connors dissenting

Reversing themselves for the second time in recent weeks, the ASI Senate 
voted last Tuesday to fund the Educational Opportunity Program (EOP), 
Chicanito Science Project, and Barrio Arts. 

EOP will receive $30,000, Ciiicanito Science was funded at $5,000 and 
Barrio Arts will get $3,700. Although none of these programs are activities 
which all CSUS students will directly benefit from, they were programs the 
Senate finally decided were worthwhile. The vote foliowed pressure from 
President Bond to fund the three programs. 

Senator Mario Ramarez summed up the attitude of the Senate when he 
said, “i don't think this campus should be isolated. | think there should bea 
bond between the community and the universty.” 

The Senate apparently felt that the three programs would sponsor a bond 
between the University and the community. in another move aimed at fur- 
thering this goal, the Senate aliocated $6,000 to the College Parollee — 
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Chencetlor Glenn Dumke spoke before a large gathering of the faculty last Wednesday. 





Unique camp: joy to many

Laughing, singing, sharing, 
believing — this is Camp Tawanka. 
Tawanka means “willing to try,” 
and trying hard comes naturally to 
these youths at Camp Tawanka, 
for they are developmentally 
disabled 

This group of 22 children and 
teenagers share one thing. They all 
have a significant handicap. These 
handicaps range from cerebral 
palsy to enrilepsy, antism and 
various forms of retardation. 

Organized by Mission Oaks 
Park and Recreation District under 
former director Joan Caverly, a 
CSUS Recreation major, Camp 
Tawanka provides a supervised 
recreation camp for the 
developmentally disabled. The 
camp was started one year ago, 
after Caverly'’s study of existing 
programs in Sacramento County 
reveaied that there were no day 
camps serving only disabled 
children. Subsequently Mission 
Oaks, in collaboration with the San 
Juan and Fulton - El Camino 
School District, undertook the 

ram. 

19 trained counselors and 
volunteers, six of which attend 


CSUS, work closely with the 
youths, ages 6-15, in a creative 
program of activities. Through its 
daily camp sessions, the program 
seeks to foster the physical, social 
and emotional growth of the 
disabled youth. Positive behavior 
control by the counselors, guides 
the youths in their social interac- 
tions and activities. 

The camp offers arts and crafts, 
sports, music and assorted 
outings, all the activities one would 
find at a regular day camp. Special 
activities include Carnival Week, a 
tour of Olid Sacramento and the 
railroad museum, a trip to Round 
Table Pizza where the children 
learned to make pizza, a fieid day, 
50’s Day and an overnight camp 
out to Auburn Regional Park. 

Counselors are pleased with the 
progress being made and find the 
individuals more outgoing, trus- 
ting, sharing and relating better to 
one another. Aiso, the children are 
becoming more adept at physical 
activity. 

Lori Zickefoose, current direc- 
tor of Camp Tawanka, sees the 
camp as a major success because 
it allows the handicapped child to 
experience and grow in an en- 
vironment different from their

Chancellor appointee 
New vice president coming

Still in the wake of the com- 
mission's report which found 
President. James Bond often 
indecisive and isolated, and a 
smal! group of radical faculty as 
disruptive, Chancelior Glenn 
Dumke announced last Wednes- 
day that he would soon appoint an 
interim executive vice president 
for CSUS in an effort to heal the 
faculty/adminitrative woes 

Speaking before an unusually 
large summer gathering of the 
facuity, Dumke indicated the ap- 
pointee would not be a member of 
the CSUS staff, but emphasized 
that the appointment in no way 
means this campus is in receiver- 
ship 

in response to the chancellor's 
surprise move, Bond said, “We can 
use ali the heip we can get. And 
this is a real opportunity to 
stabilize the situation on campus.” 

Faculty Senate Chair Alan 
Wade, however, said of the ap- 
pointment, “the chancelior has a 
serious lack of faith in the ability of 
the present administration to carry 
Out its work.” 

Following the meeting, Wade 
said he is skeptical about what one 
person can do, but promised the 
Faculty Senate's cooperation with 
the new executive vice president 

Marjorie Downing Wagner, 
CSUC'’s vice chancellor for faculty 
and staff affairs, defined the 
function of the new vice president 
to be an objective, referee - type 


person able to resolve some of the 
Stalemates that have been 
developing over the last several 
months 

Receiving a mixed reception 
from the faculty, Dumke said he 
was here to solicit comments on 
the commission's study 

Dumke reiterated the com- 
mission's findings which found the 
CSUS retention, promotion, and 
tenure policies in significant non - 
compliance with CSUC 
regulations and trustee policies 
Dumke went further to state that 
campus procedures currently do 
not uniformiy ensure that 
recommendations be supported 
with evidence 

Related to the promotion, 
tenure problem, has been Bond's 
proposal to divide the 26 
departments of Arts and Sciences 


into two separate schools. Concer- 
ning this matter, Dumke said his 
office would seek the views of the 
faculty, but added he intended to 
press for decisions on promotions 
and reorganization of the school 
by fall. 

Concerning the now infamous 
CSUS communication problem, 
Dumke stated that much com- 
munication between faculty 
leadership and administration is 
distorted by mutual lack of trust 
and misinterpretation of each 
other's purposes and motives. 

Following the meeting, Dumke 
met with Bond, top campus ad- 
ministrators and the executive 
committee of the Faculty Senate 
He promised to visit the campus 
again in the near future and to take 
further action in response to the 
report. 


Clemons named to

Clemons, who served from 1960 
until 1975 as the Hornets’ grid 
coach, has been serving as Special 
Assistant to CSUS Dean of 
Students Norman Better. He wii! 
take over the alumni position from 
R. Harold Van Cleave, recently 
named the university's Director of 


Career Empioyment Development. 

Bill White, president of the 
CSUS Alumni Association, said 
Clemons was the unanimous 
choice of the Association's board 
of directors. 

“We feel Ray is not only an 
Outstanding individual, but has a 
very good relationship with peopie 
on the campus and the Sac-- 
ramento community,” he said.

Campus AM station to broadcast soon

The studio is small, the wattage 
low and the budget scant. But 
beginning August 20th, KEG will 
again broadcast to about 5,000 
dormitory, Westbridge and 
Coliege Town residents over either 
720 AM or 880 AM. The exact fre- 
quency has yet to be finalized. 

Working out of a corner of the 
recreation area in Jenkins 
residence hall, 10 watt KEG will 
play bee bop (Top 40), soul, jazz, 
rock, bluegrass, rhythm and biues, 
classical, country and western and 
cultural entertainment music. 
Station manager Randy Bel! says 
broadcasting “will be 12 hours a 
day, seven days a week. And if res- 
ponse is good we will expand to 24 
hours a day.” 

Owned by the ASI , and in 
operation since 1965, KEG has a 
budget of $500 a year. This 
amouni, says Beli, will bo used to 
“pay the telephone bills and get the 
studio equipment in operating 
order.” The station will rely on 


local merchants to sponsor 
programming. 
The staff of seven disc jockeys 


received no pay, but work to ac- 
quire broadcast experience and 
skills. Bell is the only paid em- 
ployee, and his salary depends on 
advertising. The more 

he secures for KEG the his 
salary. “That will be good for me,”

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Literary Sightseer 
Fanzine on the rise

On the rise within the literary scene is what is commonly calied the 
“fanzine.” However, those once “amateur” magazines have gained in such 
sophistication that many a S.F. - Fantasy professional magazine better take a 
second 100k at their own production output. 

There has been in existence a unique little magazine that stands alone on 
its own merit while being neither “fanzine” nor one of the professional 
“slicks.” It is Macabre. It's put out with a lot of love of many involved and one 
person in particular — Joseph Payne Brennan. 

Macabre is an excellent magazine that finds unique ways of touching the 
imagination. it is also refreshing as it stays to being a work of quality. It clearly 
points this out; to quote from the latest issue: “We are not, and never intended 
to be, a competitive publication. We merely hope to supplement existing little 
magazines.” in the worid of Fantasy this magazine is a must read. It is the 
closest thing to being a pure literary magazine in excellent of work and 
feeling. 

Its editor - publisher Joseph Payne Brennan is also one of today’s finest 
poets. What made Poe and Clark Ashton Smith stand out in the Fantasy - Hor- 
ror gendre as poets was not just the fact they were superior writers of poetry, 
their work was outstanding because they were unique in their poetry. So 
Brennan stands among them with his work. His work is not just good Fantasy 
- Horror poetry — there are many good poetry artisans in this field — Brennan 
has the magic of outre imagination but with that strange touch of reality. 

if you have never heard of Joseph Brennan, then you are depriving 
yourself of something. He is well known and highly respected within his own 
fields. Brennan was born in 1918 in Bridgeport, Connecticut and some of his 
works include Edges Of Night; A Sheaf Of Snow Poems; and Stories Of 
Darkness And Dread. This talented man is not just restricted to poetry. 
Joseph Payne Brennan like other greats in “unique” poetry — Poe and Smith 
— can write well in other areas of literature. Currently, the latest work by 
Brennan is his book The Chronicles Of Lucius Leffing, available from Donald 
M. grant, Publisher. It’s a collection of eight stories and only two of them 
supernatural. ’ 

Also, if you're interests run along the line of interesting Fantasy - Horror 
then you should get a hoid of a copy of Macabre. While you're at it, try some 
bookshops that carry paperbacks, magazines, comics et. al as mainstays. Do 
some searching within these shops for various “fanzines” because their 
quality most of the time will make it all worthwhile. Besides, it will get you out 
of the “mass market book” rut. 
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Another area overlooked sometimes by adults are the books for “young 
readers” and this Fall has some excellent entries into the field. 

This September sees the return of Crocus, the great green alligator. The 
book's formal name — Crocus — and it is written and illustrated by Roger 
Duvoisin. 

All the animais on the Sweetpeas’ farm love and respect Crocus — even ifa 
little afraid of his teeth. But Crocus, who fancies himself a fairy - tale dragon, 
is terribly proud of those teeth. Imagine his despair when a toothache 
threatens his teeth and his self - esteem! Roger Duvoisin brings warmth and 
understanding to this colorful tale about pride. 

Duvoisin has been creating picture books for over thirty years; his animal 
characters have “entertained generations of American children.” 

Just the way Duvoisin maintains the subtie thought of an alligator, who 
thinks himself as a remnant of the fairy - tale dragon line, makes the book one 
of quality for fantasy written in a styie for children. 

Pantheon Books will come out with a escapist - fantasy volume that will 
with honor hold that gendre title. The book is entitied heart Of ice and is 
adapted by Benjamin Appel and illustrated by James Lambert. 

This lively retelling of an 18th century French fairy tale foliows the “won- 
drous” adventures of a prince, turned by evil spells into a tiny peasant, as he 
overcomes all odds to win the love of a beautiful but heartiess princess. On 
his quest to retrieve her frozen heart, he proves that goodness and decency 
count more than appearance and wealth. Exquisite detailed illustrations in 
shimmering pastel color augment the magic of the tale. 

Benjamin Appel was a well - known author of numerous adult novels, short 
stories, and the recent young aduit novel Hell's Kitchen. James Lambert is an 
artist and book designer whose enchanting drawings have enhanced such 
books as Gold Steps, Stone Stepe, and The Brothers Lionheart. 

This book, Heart Of ice, can be considered a successor to the place 
now held within “English ” by the fairy - tale book — The Little 
Prince.
